There is now stationed in the mu­ 
nicipal 
building 
of 
Arlington 
Heights an H-H inhalator, which 
is recognized by the medical pro­ 
fession as one of the best machines 
of its kind and bears the approval 
of the American Medical associa­ 
tion. Included with the inhalator 
are two reserve tanks, and extra 
equipment which permits its use 
upon children as well as grownups 
and the emergency use of oxygen 
tanks from acetylene outfits. 
Lack of a reserve supply at a 
lake in Lake county Sunday, caused 
the death of two little boys, one of 
whom was apparently recovering, 
when the machine gave out. 
The Arlington Heights fire de­ 
partment is making a gift of the 
outfit to the people of that village 
at a cost of nearly $400. 
The de­ 
partment also recently purchased 
a tame acid outfit for use in case 
of serious burns. Members of tile 
department, as well as the police, 
have been instructed in the use of 
the two first aid equipments. Set 
rules have not yet been made in 
case of calk from neighboring com­ 
munities. 
An inhalator should not be con­ 
fused with a pulmotor, which can 
have a disastrous effect when oper­ 
ated by an inexperienced person. 
The inhalator permits only a pres­ 
sure of 
pounds and the make 
purchased by the Arlington Heights 
department is similar to that used 
in the larger mines of the country.

Returning from a funeral with 
relatives Mrs. Elvina Pahnke, 72 
years old. Mount

Witnesses told police that 
Zuehls disregarded a stop sign and 
cut around a car that was halted at 
the intersection. 
The force of the collision carried 
both the car and the bus across Pos- J 
ter avenue into a vacant lot at the i 
southeast corner. 
There the bus 
toppled halfway over on its side be­ 
fore it came to rest against a tree. 
The bodies of Mrs. Zuehls and Mrs. J 
Pahnke were thrown clear of the 
automobile. 
Another sister of

and Mrs. Zuehls, Mrs. Olga Falk. 
53 years old, 2643 North Sawyer 
avenue, Chicago, incurred severe 
knee and .shoulder injuries. They 
were taken to the Swedish Covenant 
hospital, where it was reported 
Zuehls was in a critical condition. 
The driver of the bus, Harry Hen­ 
derson, and other passengers re­ 
ceived minor injuries. Henderson 
said that he had stopped as he ap­ 
proached Cicero avenue. 
Mrs. Pahnke was 72 years old 
and a widow, her husband having 
been killed in an accident about 5 
years ago. She resided at 412 S.

Perhaps it was the quality of that dinner which caused a rosy 
dawn to arise in the minds of the six men gathered around that table. 
As the cigar smoke arose to the ceiling, ideas began to develop in the 
minds of those present and new life was breathed into the association 
without the necessity of using the inhalator that was purchased by the 
lire department that evening. 


An advisory committee partly composed of men outside of the 
business men’s organization was appointed to help solve the Creamery 
Package matter. 


Now thoroughly awake to the danger that threatens the community 
a special committee was appointed to plan a big night for the business 
men and their wives. 
That committee is busy at work and if the 
business district can stay awake long enough and be prevented from 
again hibernating into its hole, there are big things about to happen in 
Arlington Heights. 


BOYS, it’s up to you. 
This editorial was written in hopes that 
the barbs would get under your skin—that you would get good and 
mad—then Arlington Heights will go places. 


And by the way, that dinner may cost you a couple of bucks, lf 
you have not that much to invest in Arlington Heights future, lock 
the door, send for your creditors and join Charley Grandt’s army of 
relief.

Under the new constitution which 
has been provided by the National 
Council the organization has been 
simplified with the number of stand­ 
ing committees of the Council re­ 
duced from 14 to 6.

Organization and Extension; Camp­ 
ing and Activities; Advancement, 
Training; Health and Safety and 
Finance. 
Each of these six committees is 
Council-wide in scope with a Coun­ 
cil chairman who is a member of the 
Executive Board and with a chair­ 
man and committee in each district. 
The chairman of each of the oper­ 
ating committees, the members at 
large and the representatives of 
each unit of Cubbing and Scouting 
in a District make up the District 
committee and the responsibilities 
of this group of men is to assist in 
every way possible the Institution, 
the Troop or Pack committee, and 
the Scoutmaster or Cubmaster to 
carry out the program of Scouting 
for the boys of the community.
